Remodeling ol part of the old long­ 
term care center in the west wing of the 
hospital is nearly complete Four treat­ 
ment rooms a nurse’s station, a waiting 
room and a circular driveway for receiv­ 
ing patients are ready to take over 
emergency operations. 
It's a much more pleasant environ­ 
ment 
w hich can be reassuring to often 
frightened, apprehensive emergency 
patients 
said Jane Flaherty, assistant 
administrator 
The old emergency room fating 


Hickory Street had only two. smaller 
treatment rooms and with its narrow 
passage w avs, often did not leave doctors 
enough working space, Flaherty said 
After automobile accidents, ambulance 
workers 
police and members of the 
patient’s family overly crowded the 
area she said 
In the new emergency section, a 
formerly four-bed patient room has been 
converted into a general treatment 
room Three other rooms are designed to 
separately take over what only one room 
in the old section has managed 
The Cardiopulmonary room will treat 
critically injured patients and those with 
heart problems It will be equipped with 
an electrocardiogram machine, used to 
shock stopped hearts 


The hospital has purchased five new 
blood pressure apparatuses, which are 
h a n d ily attached to the wall 
The old 
em ergen ce room had only one. portable 
apparatus 
The room is also equipped 
with an ophthalmoscope, for checking 
eyes, and an otoscope, for checking ears 
A new orthopedic room with an X-ray 
screen would be used for setting broken 
bones and putting on casts 
Another 
room is equipped to handle gynecological 
patients 
The hospital treats an average of i.(MX) 
emergent y patients each month 
Flaherty said “ For the moment 
noad 
ditional staff members will be assigned 
to the new emergency section, she ad­ 
ded As usual one doctor and other aides 
will be available around the clock

U S officials described the Friday ses­ 
sions as crucial They said the Vance- 
Gromyko talks, which began Wednesday, 
are for continued Strategic Arms 
Limitation negotiations 


The U S and Soviet negotiators met 
this morning for the fourth session of 
their talks that started Wednesday 
A 
Pentagon representative joined Vance s 
team for the first time in the meeting 


that was unexpectedly brief — one hour 
and 10 minutes 
The meeting took place in total 
secrecy and reporters were not permit­ 
ted in for the customary photograph at 
the beginning of the session 
Vance did not speak to reporters when 
he returned to his hotel after his meeting 
with Gromyko 
The previous sessions between the two 
men in the current series that began 
Wednesday, lasted an average of two and 
a half hours. 
There was no explanation for the 
brevity of today's meeting but U S of­ 
ficials who had said the previous talks 
produced progress, were unable to 
provide any immediate comment 
Thursday night, however, it had been 
announced that Vance and Gromyko

Roosevelt Field 
is now just one of hundreds of shopping 
centers that crowd suburban Long 
Island but 50 years ago today it was the 
start of an 
impossible flight 
that 
turned a stunt pilot into a world hero. 
On that morning the mist hung low 
over the muddy air strip The damp air 
slowed, but did not stop, the 220- 
horsepower engine that had to carry 
“ The Spirit of St Louis ’ 3.600 miles to 
Paris 
The wheels of the gray-white Ryan 
monoplane began to roll in the mud the 
pilot 
Charles Augustus Lindbergh Jr . 
gentled the -tick back, got airborne, 
bounced back to earth, rose again He 
cleared a tractor by 10 feet, cleared a 
string of telephone wires, and began 
riding the t »ggv springtime skv into 
history 
As the news began to spread of what 
many considered a suicidal attempt, in 
the words of the late Edward R Murrow 
the world quieted down 
Announcer 
Joe Humphries at the Sharkey-Maloney 
tight asked for a minute of silence for the 
boy in the plane People hung onto sparse 
radio bulletins 
“ No attempt at humor today. 
Will 
Rogers wrote in his column “ An old 
slim bashful smiling boy is somewhere 
out over the middle of the Atlantic 
The motor never faltered but it did die 
once on purpose Lindbergh saw some 
fishing boats dived to 50 feet, cut the 
motor. ,ind shouted over the side the 
most remarkable traffic-direction query 
ever “ Which way is Ireland''“ 
He gut no reply He had no radio, one 
engine, no parachute, five sandwiches, 
and a homemade periscope to see over 
the gasoline tank in front of him 
When the 25-vear-old former stunt 
flyer 
wing walker 
airmail pilot, and 
daredevil parachutist landed at Le 
Bourget airport at 10 24 p.m.. Pans 
time 
Saturday 
3.600 miles nonstop 
alone - the world went wild in adula­ 
tion 
In one daring act, he opened the 
modern aviation era and prepared the 
world for commercial air travel Before 
that 
the airplane - besides being a 
fighter and carrying mail — had been

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Consumer 
prices jumped 0 8 per cent in April, the 
fourth straight month that food and 
energy costs have caused a strong in­ 
flationary surge, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The increase reflected an annual rate 
of 9 6 per cent, consistent with a trend 
that began in January. 
Food prices soared 15 per cent, more 
than twice the March rate Other com­ 
modities rose 0 4 per cent and services 
climbed 0.8 per cent — exactly 
duplicating their performance in March 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
179 6 in April, reflecting a 6 8 per cent in­ 
crease over the past year This means 
that goods and services costing $100 a 
decade ago. now cost $179 60 
Excluding food and energy costs. 
A p ril’s inflation rate was a more 
moderate 0 6 per cent Food and energy 
have been singled out as the culprits 
since the first of the year 
This strong price surge since the start 
of 1977 has generated fears among ad­ 
ministration officials, who are hoping to 
contain the nation’s inflation rate to 
about 6 per cent this year 
But the President’s top economic ad­ 
viser suggested earlier this week there 
was still some reason to believe food 
costs would decline in the later months 
of 1977 
Over the past three months, food 
prices have risen at a compound annual 
rate of about 17 4 per cent 
This 
compares with an annual rate of 1 8 per 
cent between last August and October 
Among April energy costs, fuel oil rose 
0 4 per cent, coal was up 0 9 per cent and 
gasoline and motor oil prices jumped 0 6 
per cent 
April s food price increase was 
smaller than the 2 per cent jump 
registered in Febuarv. when the nation 
was suffering the worst effects of the 
severe winter weather on southern 
farms 
Weather nonetheless contributed to 
some of 
A p ril’s problems 
Fresh 
vegetable prices rose substantially last 
month at a time when they normally 
decline 
The increase was blamed on 
limited supply of onions, cucumbers, 
green peppers and tomatoes after the 
late frost in Florida 
Grocery store prices rose 1 6 per cent 
in April, while restaurant meals were up 
1 1 per cent Prices climbed for coffee, 
pork, cereal, bakery products, sugar and 
fats 
Consumer prices rose at a nearly 10 
per cent annual rate during the first 
quarter of 1977 The biggest leap during 
that quarter occurred in Febuarv, when 
the CPI registered a full 1 per cent jump 
Wholesale prices, which eventually 
spur inflation in retail markets, have 
been rising at an average pace of more 


than 1 per cent in each of the past thret 
months — reflecting an annual rate of 12 
per cent 
Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps 
said the pace of inflation has caused her 
to voice a “ note of skepticism about the 
economy Other top administration of 
ficials admit they also are concerned 
about current increases 
But Charles Shultze. President 
Carter’s top economic adviser insisted 
Wednesday “ there is reason t<> hope 
that inflation will cool and food prices 
will begin to decline later in the year 
He nonetheless admitted it would be 
“ darned hard“ to bring inflation below 6 
per cent for the year, as the administra­ 
tion had hoped

A “ broad-based“ set of proposals on 
the environment, dealing not just with 
parks and recreation areas “ but the 
work place," is on Carter's desk, aides 
said, and will be sent to Capitol Hill early 
next week 
Meantime. Carter had a full day of 
business on tap including an hour-long 
meeting in the afternoon with former 
President Gerald Ford 
He also planned to meet with a group 
of out-of-town reporters, and was ex­ 
pected to be asked to assess the pos­ 
sibility of a Middle East peace in view of 
the change in the Israeli government 
The President was completing work on 
a welfare reform program which has 
been approved by senior aides in several 


Cabinet departments including Labor 
and Health. Education and Welfare 
Carter has directed that the program not 
exceed present welfare costs 
Before submission to Congress 
however, the welfare plan, which will 
focus on jobs and cash benefits will be 
submitted to the governors of each of the 
50 states for their views 
A tax reform plan will be ready for 
Congress late this summer 
with the 
“ tilt” for tax advantages aimed at the 
lower income groups rather than 
business, according to Stuart Kizenstat

ANGOLA Ind (UPI) -Gen. Lewis B 
Hershev, former U S Selective Service 
director, died today. He was 83 
The retired general was found dead in 
bed at a motel while on a visit to this 
northeastern 
Indiana town from his 
Washington D C area home He was in 
Angola for a meeting of the Tri-State 
University Board of Trustees 
Innkeeper 
Edmund Gurzynski 
said 
Hershey checked into the motel Thurs­ 
day night 
“ His valet found him dead 
when he went in to wake him about 7:30 
a.m.,” Gurzynski said 
Louis Blaine Hershey put together 
America’s system of military conscrip­ 
tion before World War II and watched it 
disintegrate into the all-volunteer Army 
because of Vietnam 


He was always controversial, beginn 
mg in 1936 when ihev laughed at him as 


secretary to the Joint Army and Navy 
Selective Service Committee for saying 
that a draft was needed 
After Pearl Harbor, he was hailed as 
the man who organized the induction of 
over 10 million men, and promptly 
suggested universal peacetime military 
training The criticism began again 
In Vietnam, Hershey became hated by 
thousands of protesters He called them 
“ long haired, runny-nosed, dirty-eared 
misfits.” But he took his granddaughter 
to an anti-war demonstration to see them 
for himself 
Although Hershey was given a fourth 
star at the age of 76 and named an assis­ 
tant to President Richard Nixon for 
military manpower, he faded away into 
retirement He lived long enough to see 
the system he built dismantled as a cost- 
cutting move by President Gerald R 


Ford and. before a cerebral hem- 
morhage made him critically ill. he 
heard protests from some powerful con­ 
gressmen and retired soldiers that the 
all-volunteer force was dropping in 
quality. 
Hershey was born near Angola, Ind., 
on Sept 12. 1893 He taught school at the 
same time he attended Tri-State College 
in Angola, graduating with three 
separate degrees He joined the Indiana 
National Guard shortly after he turned 
17 and, in 1916. 1st Lt Hershey helped 
chase the Mexican bandit Pancho Villa

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Senate votes to legalize 
laetrile cancer treatment 


SACRAMENTO (U P I i - The 
Senate vote to legalize the use 
of the cancer treatment laetrile 
in California was considered a 
major victory by backers, but 
the A m erican Cancer Society 
says it will fight “ to the bitter 
end 
The Senate Thursday voted 
28-7 to send the bill (SB245) by 
Sen 
William Campbell. R 
Hacienda Heights, to the As­ 
sembly. 
The bill would legalize the 
manufacture, sale and dispens­ 
ing of the substance usually 
derived from apricot pits and 
hailed by proponents as a cure 
for cancer 


The bill, however, would 
maintain prohibitions against 
promoting use of laetrile as a 
cancer cure 


Gov Edmund G Brown Jr 
has said he has an “ open mind" 
on the measure but generally 
favored individual freedom of 
choice in medical treatment 
Campbell attacked “ over­ 


anxious bureaucrats“ who he 
said have blocked use of the 
substance for 25 years. He 
declared that 
even some 
backers of the measure agree 
laetrile has no medicinal value, 
but that “ freedom of choice” 
was at stake 
“ If this bill passes today, our 
society will be a little bit freer 
than the day before.“ he said 
But the cancer society said in 
a statement that the lawmakers 
were “ well motivated, but mis­ 
led “ 


“ Their action illustrates the 
enormity of the laetrile prob­ 
le m ,'’ said Dr. Raymond 
Weisberg 
a San Francisco 
spokesman for the national as­ 
sociation 
“ It ’s a growing 
monster that refuses to go 
away " 


He said the right-wing John 
Birch Society was behind the 
bill and added. “ The American 
Cancer Society will fight to the 
bitter end against the legaliza­ 
tion of laetrile ” 


Also supporting the measure 
was Sen 
Walter Stiern, D- 
Bakersfield. a veterinarian and 
author of a landmark law 
against cancer quackery 
He 
said theories 
of famed scien­ 
tists such as Louis Pasteur 
were once ridiculed and urged 
his colleagues 
“ Don t be too 
quick to condemn 
Stiern said if cancer patients 
are diagnosed by a physician as 
terminally ill. “ who is to say 
they do not have a right to their 
bodies 
if nothing else, to have 
peace of mind’>” 
But opponents argued that if 
laetrile was legalized, some 
cancer patients might reject ef­ 
fective medical treatment 
Sen 
Robert 
Presley, D- 
Riverside, said the bill was “ a 
subtle way of opening the door 
to cancer quackery " 
Sen George Deukmejian. R- 
Long Beach 
added that the 
drug will do nothing for cancer 
victims but “ a lot for the 
person offering it in terms of 
monev

VIENNA. Austria (U P I) 
Vice President Walter Mondale 
said today he encountered fun 
damental and profound dis­ 
agreement" in his efforts to 
persuade South African Prime 
M inister John Vorster to 
abandon his nation's racial dis­ 
crimination policies 
But at a news conference he 
said he made progress in 
eliciting support from Vorster 
for black majority rule in 
Rhodesia and progress toward 
independence in South-West 
Africa, also called Namibia 
The two leaders, whose 
m eeting represented the 
highest ievel contact thus far 
between W ashington and 
Pretoria, talked for just over 
six hours Thursday and met 
again this morning before Mon­ 
dale flies to Yugoslavia 
Mondale left for Belgrade at 
2 16pm 
16 16 a m PD T ) 
In a one-hour news confer­ 
ence following his meeting with 
Mondale at the imperial Hof- 
burg Palace Vorster strongly 
defended his government s poli­ 
cies of separate racial develop­ 


ment. 
“ There is a vital difference in 
the outlook on the South African 
African issue between the 
I ’nited States and South 
Africa. 
Vorster told a news 
conference 
“ I believe this 
stems from the fact that the 
United States wants to compare 
the position of the American 
Negro with the African black 
“ This cannot be done I must 
point out that the U.S. black 
man is an American in every 
sense of the word The only dif­ 
ference is the color of his skin 
He has lost hi> language, his 
culture and identity 
“ The black man in South 
Africa, however, was never a 
slave He was a proud man of 
his nation This may be difficult 
to understand, but 1 have the 
impression that some people 
refuse to understand it 
Mondale said he had made 
clear America s deep commit 
ment to full participation of all 
citizens in the political process 
and pressed Vorster to adopt a 
similar policy 
He said Vorster rejected this

Mills said his plan was based 
on demands by workers for 
more leisure time, the inability 
of government or private in­ 
dustry to create enough jobs to

and 
technological advances that are 
reducing the work force 
He noted that Santa Clara 
County, faced with a budget 
deficit, recently offered its 
workers unpaid time off in an 
effort to save jobs He said the 
deficit never occurred but \7 
per cent of the county work­ 
force applied for a reduction in 
work time and the resulting pay 
cut

New immigration chief 
to beef up border patrol 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) 
The 
new chief of the immigration 
service plans to beef up anti­ 
alien patrols on the leakiest 
part of the U S -Mexican border 
with 100 more Border Patrol of­ 
ficers equipped with four wheel 
drive vehicles and night vision 
scopes 
The extra force will not only 
prevent Mexicans from enter­ 
ing the United States illegally, 
it will also protect them from 
the criminals who roam the 
border at night to rob them. 
Leonel J Castillo said Thurs­ 
day 
Castillo, newly appointed by 
President Carter as commis­ 
sioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, told a 
news conference he will add 100 
more border patrolmen to the 
350-man force already stationed 
in the Chula Vista sector “ to 
slow the heavy flow of illegal 
border crossings ’’ 
“ Along with this detail we 
will be bringing in 25 vehicles 
17 four wheel drive vehicles and 
eight vans — plus radio com­ 
munications equipment and 24 
special scopes for night 
viewing ' 
The sector covers only 18 
miles of the 2.000-mile border, 
reaching eastward from the 
Pacific Ocean between Tijuana, 
Mexico and San Diego. But it

The Task Force says that 
this present “ system '’ has no 
overall philosophy; that the 
system’s operations are poor; 
that few efforts are being 
made to prevent youths from 
getting involved with the law 
or 
from 
re- ent er i ng 
the 
system as repeat offenders; 
etc., etc. 
A public hearing will be held 
within two weeks bv the board 


of supervisors to receive input 
as to the separation and staff­ 
ing of the commissions. 
If a separate commission is 
to be set up. we ask the 
question:

dual-commissions° 
Frankly, we see the problem 
as outlined by the Task Force 
as one of the present set up not 
doing an adequate job.

PLAINS, Ga - 1NEA i - 
Mr and Mrs John McElroy 
say there are many reasons 
why they have decided to sell 
their home and move out of 
the most suddenly famous 
community in the Old South

everywhere The streets jam 
from dawn to dark Perfect 
strangers knock on the door in 
the middle of the night and 
ask to use the telephone But 
more than this, the McElroys 
are getting out because, as he 
says it, the townspeople “ have

Mrs McElroy “ I use to go to 
the store and have them slice

wanted Now they won't slice 
it at all They won’t even talk 
to me anymore ” She con­ 
cludes that “ everyone is too 
busy trying to get rich ’ on 
Plains’ notoriety 
Apparently, much of the 
social deterioration has to do 
with money Long-time resi­ 
dent Maxine Wiggins, who has 
taken to selling square inches 
of peanut land for $11 a plot, 
says fame has divided the 
town into hostile factions on 
the one side there are those 
who profit from it, and the

The Lions Club spon­ 
sored a "Peanut Tennis 
Classic” for the end of April, 
100 yards from Jim m y’s 
home,” and nobody is thinking 
small Box seats sold for a flat 
$100 per ticket 
Of course, not everyone has 
become money hungry here 
Ernest Turner’s hardware 
store has a sign in the window 
proclaiming 
“ This is the 
store that didn't change.” 
Residents say Turner has 
been known to ask tourists if 
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they are interested in tenpen- 
ny nails, and, when not, show 
them politely but firmly the 
way to the street. 
Yet if Turner has retained 
the old values, Billy Carter is 
the other side of the coin 
“ People in Plains are fed up 
with B illy,” says Maxine 
Wiggins, perhaps because he 
leads in the profiteering Mrs 
Wiggins says Billy recently 
“ went out and paid cash for a 
new Cadillac,” a most con­ 
spicuous vulgarity for a good 
old boy. 
No one begrudges Billy a lit­ 
tle profit, says Mrs Wiggins, 
“ but he has handled himself 
badly ” She says residents 
were particularly annoyed 
when Billy demanded $10,000 
for an appearance at a cancer 
benefit in Naples Fla. "The 
money was for cancer, and he 
didn’t even blink about it! The 
old Billy wouldn’t have done 
it.” 
Others in town are not so 
sure there ever was an “ old 
Billy ” Black people say he 
has “ been spittin’ out words 
like nigger and coon’’ since he 


was a boy. One of his 
employees says he treats

Fixture fixes light on bench 


E very day, home handy- 
people prove over and over that 
whoever turned the phrase 
about 
necessity 
being 
the 
mother of invention was right. I 
visited the garage workshop of 
a friend and noticed he had a 
new fluorsecent fixture above 
his workbench. He noticed my 
noticing and told me it was a 
homemade job tailored to fit. 
The fixture was made from two 
sections of 
plastic 
guttering 


with four end caps. He cut both 
sections of gutter the desired 
length, which was a bit longer 
than his bench. With the end 
caps in place, he put the two 
sections back to back and used 
pop rivets to join them. Next, he 
bought fluorescent fixtures to 
take up the 
length in 
both 
sections of gutter. His bench 
was long enough that he had 
three different sized fixtures to 
make it come out even. These 
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on 
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were attached to the gutters 
with nuts and bolts. Wire loops 
around the pop rivets gave him 
hangers so the entire fixture is 
hung from the ceiling by chains.

Viral hepatitis 
questions 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR LAMB - Can 
you give me some information 
on viral hepatitis'’ The doctor 
treated my daughter with an­ 
tibiotics for two weeks for 
what he thought was a sinus 
infection and when she turned 
yellow he said it was viral 
hepatitis She is on a high pro­ 
tein and low fat diet and is to 
do absolutely nothing for 30 
days. She is 28 and married 
and lives out of state 
Do you have a leaflet on 
this0 Does it linger after the 
30 days and is it hard to shake 
off0 Is it infectious0 How does 
it differ from infectious 
h e p a titis 0 
Is it more 
dangerous in young people 
than older adults0 Are there 
other precautions to take0 
DEAR READER - Viral 
hepatitis and 
infectious 
hepatitis are the same thing 
and there are two types — the 
kind that is commonly 
transmitted by food or water 
and the kind transmitted com­ 
monly by blood transfusions 
or infected needles (serum 
hepatitis». One of the main 
differences is the length of 
time it takes to develop the in­ 
fection after the virus has 
entered the body. The food 
borne type occurs much 
earlier. 
Your daughter’s story is 
rather familiar. Before jaun­ 
dice develops the patient may 
have many symptoms of other 
virus diseases, particularly 
resembling influenza or gas­ 
troenteritis 
Unless an 
epidemic is in process the doc­ 
tor is not likely to guess that a 
flu-like illness is really the 
start of hepatitis 
In fact there are many more 
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cases of infectious hepatitis 
than is ever diagnosed Why? 
Because there is a mild form 
that behaves like other virus 
diseases and jaundice never 
develops at all. This mild 
form is more apt to occur in 
individuals who have had in­ 
fectious hepatitis before and 
have some immunity or in in­ 
fants or children 
I have included some 
remarks about viral hepatitis 
in The Health Letter number 
7-8, Living With Your Liver I 
am sending you a copy to give 
you more information Others 
who want this issue can send 
50 cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it 
Just send your request to me 
in care of this newspaper, 
P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Sta­ 
tion.

There is evidence that 
patients with hepatitis do 
better at bed rest Apparently 
this has something to do with 
the changes in circulation to 
the liver when you are sitting 
up as compared to lying down 
Patients with jaundice are 
usually kept at bed rest When 
they become too active too 
soon there is usually a relapse 
in the course of the disease 


There is no magic number 
of days for bed rest or 
resumption of activity Doc­ 
tors usually make this deci­ 
sion based on tests that 
evaluate liver function As the 
liver function improves the 
jaundice recedes and the tests 
improve When they show lit­ 
tle evidence of liver disease 
the person s activity is in­ 
creased 


Obviously the more severe 
the initial damage to the liver 
and the longer it takes to con­ 
trol the viral infection the 
longer will be the bed rest and 
the disability. And it is not un­ 
common for a person to lack 
energy for some time after in­ 
itial recovery from the il­ 
lness With suitable rest and 
time most people with viral 
hepatitis recover completely

How CBers can fight interference 


R F I, or radio frequency in­ 
terference, can be annoying, 
and it can also take away 
from the joys of CBing 
If you’ll divide R F I into two 
categories, you’ll be able to 
i d e n t i f y 
a n d , 
p e r h a p s , 
eliminate it Category one is 
natural noise This comprises 
atm ospheric 
disturbances, 
sunspots, 
lightning and so 
forth This category is beyond 
your control. 
However, most frequently, 
it is category two. These are 
m a n -m a d e n o is e s . 
T h e s e 
noises can be produced by 
electric motors, vehicle elec- 
t r i c a 1 s 
systems, 
f a r m 
m achinery, 
m edical equip­ 
ment, and machinery of all 
types And this category you 
can do something about. It is 
because of the very low power 
of CB units that the R F I 
problem can be so severe 
Most often your R F I 
is 
within your own vehicle. You 
can 
identify 
these noises 
yourself because each has its 
own distinctive sound and 
characteristic. It is a m atter 
of knowing where to start 
looking This list may help you 
isolate the ones that are caus­ 
ing you the most trouble. 
Take the ignition system as 
an example This is a popping 
sound which increases in tem ­ 
po with the engine speed Rev 
up your motor, then turn off 
your ignition key. It should 


stop the pop 
If you are getting a whine 
that 
is high-pitched, 
it 
is 
probably 
your 
g e n era to r- 
alternator Unlike the ignition 
noise, 
it will not stop im ­ 
mediately when the ignition 
key is turned off Also, it will 
increase in rhythm with in­ 
creased engine’speed 


If your voltage regulator is 
the culprit, it makes a rasping 
sound, kind of ragged 
It is 
usually heard in connection 
with the generator noise 
It, 
too, will not end when you turn 
off your ignition, but will con­ 
tinue for a minute or two. 


Often instruments in your 
dashboard can cause R F I 
You can tell this is its genesis 
for sure when you are going 
over rough and bumpy roads 


There will be a crackling

sound on your speaker It will 
occur at irregular intervals. If 
you want to test this in your 
driveway, 
just thump your

is used with the fuel and oil 
gauges, will cause a hashing 


sound at varying intervals. 
Bouncing your vehicle will a c­ 
tivate the fuel gauge. This will 
identify the R F I for you Then 
just disconnect them and the 
R F I should disappear 
In order to make a first­ 
time check, do so with all 
acessories turned off. Then 
activate them one at a time. 
Listen closely for increased

In two previous columns, I described 
how harassed parents and their sons and 
daughters can take advantage of 
military and corporate programs that 
give you, in effect, a free college educa­ 
tion while you earn pay. 


There is a gold mine of education 
money that many parents and students 
do not realize is there for the tapping. 
But in researching the non-collegiate 
education material, I discovered an in­ 
equity in our tax laws 


If you join the Army, Navy, Air Force 
or any other military oriented organiza­ 
tion, you can get 75 per cent of your out­ 
side college courses paid for by the 
military This is a sort of extra wage 
you're getting but you are not taxed for 
it It’s found money — tax-free 


However, if you work for General 
Motors, A T &T , Xerox. I B M 
or 
whatever type of private business and 
your employer pays for part or all of 
your outside college courses. Internal 
Revenue Service says you’re supposed to 
pay tax on it as if it was part of your 
wages 


A Treasury spokesman in the office of 
tax analysis allowed it was curious that 
we seem to have a policy of upgrading 
people for war, but not for peace 


M achines but 


not people 


I further learned that businesses can 
get a substantial tax incentive for in­ 
vesting in the upgrading of their 
machines but not for upgrading their 
people. When asked “ why machines 
and not people,” the Treasury 
spokesman said “ it does seem a little 
strange.” 


The government’s position, the source 
said, ‘‘is the reduction of tax loopholes 
where people get paid in kind as a form 
of wage 
A little while back. IRS was 
about to tax college professors and other 
college employes on the free education 


their sons and daughters have been 
receiving at the places where the parents 
teach 


The colleges and universities raised a 
tremendous cry against this new tax and 
IRS backed away Why9 “ Because of 
certain political pressures,” the govern­ 
ment spokesman said 


Apparently, college teachers and 
others have considerable clout in pres­ 
suring the government to cease and 
desist, but lower-class and rruddle-class 
employes getting part of their education 
paid for do not This college clout is all 
right but it’s a pity the working people 
aren’t as well organized 


If you have trouble finding the funds 
for a college education and choose to 
work for an employer who will help you 
pay. here’s how you would be taxed 


H o w m uch 


yo u'd p ay 


Let’s say you’re a single person mak­ 
ing $10.000 a year This puts you roughly 
in the 20 per cent tax bracket If your 
employer pays $1.000 toward the outside 
courses you’re taking, you’d be taxed 20 
per cent or $200 


That’s better than having to pay the en­ 
tire $1,000 yourself but it’s still $200 you 
have to pay. which is $200 more than 
military persons or offspring of college 
professors have to pay. 


The IRS has all sorts of crazy mixed- 
up ideas on whether education funds 
should be taxed as “ not job related or 
given a free ride as “ job related 
If 
you’re taking undergraduate courses, 
IRS feels — across the board — they re 
not job related 


If. on the other hand, you re taking a 
graduate school course, “ it must be job 
related ” Don’t ask why 
That’s just 
government bureaucracy for you 


A major New York bank is suing IRS 
on the subject of taxing employe educa­ 
tion benefits and if this doesn't settle the 
matter Congress should take a crack at 
it 
There are some major inequities 
here

Survival tips for the tropics 


MANILA (KFS) — It was one or two in 
the morning when I stepped into the 
bathroom at my high-rise luxury hotel 
And there it was, a cockroach big enough 
to star in a science-fiction movie 
On general principles, I reported the 
intruder to the desk clerk the next morn­ 
ing 
“ How large was it?’’ he asked. 
Truthfully sticking with the reality 
rather than the effect. I indicated some 
three to four inches. 
“ Oh, ho!’’ said the clerk. “ You 
shouldn't have told me 
When they're 
that big we have to charge for double oc­ 
cupancy.” 
I suspect this man will rise in his 
profession 
Rut his com m ents also 
struck the right chord In the tropics, 
you'll keep cooler if you bring along a 
grin-and-bear-it attitude to deal with 
less-than-happy surprises 
Everywhere in the world, of course, 
you’ll come across occasional gaps in 
living standards and amenities. 
But 
somehow, in the hot, hot places, there 
are a few you may encounter with some 
regularity. To be sure, plenty of tropics 
travelers never experience a single in­ 
convenience, yet for peace of mind there 
are things it’s best to know before you 
go For instance: 
WHEN YOUR HOTEL ROOM CON­ 
TAINS A CANDLE. IT’S NOT A HINT 
TO GO TO CHURCH 
Actually it’s a 
test-your-memory device The idea is to 
remember where the candle is so that 
you can reach it in the dark In candle- 
equipped hotel rooms, chances are 
higher than average that there will be 
some unexpected “ dark ’’ It’s called 
Power Failure, and in some places it 


even occurs on a regular timetable It 
can be a little awkward if you’re in an 
elevator or under a hairdryer, but since 
there’s nothing you can do about it, it 
won’t help if you panic. 
TELEPHONES ARE NOT NECES­ 
SARILY 
INSTRUMENTS OF COM­ 
MUNICATION: I don’t know, maybe 
Alexander Graham Bell was mistreated 
in his youth and really invented the 
telephone for revenge If so, he must be 
reasonably pleased that in more than a 
few tropical parts, it is diabolical how 
many “ wrong numbers’’ you can dial and 
how many cutoffs and busy signals you 
can get The main thing to remem ber is 
to unload the telephoning chore on 
someone else whenever possible At the 
same time, when full understanding is 
crucial, it’s often safer to visit rather 
than call places like airline offices. 
BE PREPA RED FOR ROOMMATES 
They're not the norm but neither are 
they unheard of Just the other day I 
noticed a deluxe tour package that in­ 
cludes a stay at a “ fine hotel’’ in a cer­ 
tain Indian city I know that fine hotel 
and you couldn’t meet with nicer treat­ 
ment — but you might also meet some 
rodents.

down an open floor drain Since then.

Plants in the home... 


Dwarf citrus for indoors/outdoors 


A couple of years ago. one of my teen­ 
agers and 1 were cleaning up the kitchen 
one night and we found some citrus seeds 
in the sink 
During the course of the 
evening, we had used limes, lemons, 
grapefruit and oranges, so I suggested 
we plant all of them and see what would 
grow. 
At this point, I can't remember the 
details except one day Jeannene called 
my attention to a 5-inch pot that was 
practically bursting with a young citrus 
grove on the sunny sill of our dining room 
window At first, I was as amazed as if 
we had just discovered signs of Johnny 
Appleseed. but then what we had done 
began to come back to me 
After blotting the whole, uncut seeds 
dry with a dish towel, here is the

procedure to follow 
1 Fill a clean plastic or clay pot 5 to 7 
inches in diameter with a mixture of two 
parts sphagnum peat moss to one each of 
vermiculite, sand and all-purpose potting 
soil Firm and level one-half inch from 
the top 
2 Scatter the seeds over the soil sur­ 
face, cover with one-fourth inch of the 
potting mixture and pat lightly with 
fingers. 
3 Set the pot to soak in an inch or two 
of w ater; 
remove when beads of 
moisture show on the surface Allow to 
drain, then place pot in saucer in a bright 
or sunny window or fluorescent-light 
garden 
After Step 3. all we did to nurture our 
citrus planting was to water thoroughly 
each time a pinch of the surface soil felt 
almost dry; approximately 30 minutes 
later, we poured off any excess water 
remaining in the saucer As much as pos­ 
sible. those of us in my family who take 
care of the plants gave the pots a quarter 
turn in the same direction each time we 
watered so that all parts of each plant 
receive an equal share of sunlight. 
Not long after Jeannene first called 
my attention to our citrus. I discovered 
they were infested with mealybugs 
There were so many that some of the 
leaves were cupped and beginning to 
turn yellow 1 immediately carried the 
pot to the kitchen sink and washed off as 
many of the bugs as possible, and their 
sticky, cottony residue, under a stream 
of tepid water As the plant drained and 
dried, I clipped off the discolored leaves 
and used a cotton swab dipped in 
denatured alcohol to remove every 
remaining sign of trouble.

Whether you want them for 


decoration or fruit, dwarf or 


regular citrus trees make lovely 


house plants. 


About two weeks later, I repeated this 
treatment and there have been no 
mealybugs since 
Meanwhile, last 
weekend we transferred the entire citrus 
grove into a shallow bonsai tray that 
measures 6 by 10 by 2 inches deep 
Here's the procedure 


1 Remove pot and crumble away most 
of the soil Trim off any roots that ap­ 
pear to be broken, dead or diseased; do 
the same for the stems and leaves 
2 Add a half-inch of pebbles in the bot­ 
tom of the tray ; sprinkle with a handful 
of terrarium charcoal chips Add a half­ 
inch layer of the same potting mixture 
recommended for starting citrus seeds 
3 Position the citrus seedling(s) sl­ 
ightly off-center or dead center, 
depending on which position is the most 
pleasing to your eye Fill in between and 
all around the roots with soil, leaving a 
minimum of a quarter-inch space at the 
top to facilitate watering 
4 Add small amounts of water from 
the top until the soil is thoroughly 
moistened and settled in place 
Carpet the surface of the soil all 
around the citrus with pieces of moss, 
from the woods or a florist Add a stone 
or two or a piece of driftwood, if you like 
In the future, here is the care I will 
give my citrus grove in a bonsai tray: 
Place in a sunny window and water when 
a pinch of the soil underneath the moss 
feels almost dry Fertilize lightly with a 
water-soluble fertilizer in the spring and 
summer Trim back any growth that 
seems out of scale 
Mist frequently; 
shower the leaves in tepid water once a 


month 
Repot in spring or early sum­ 
mer; replace old soil, prune useless 
roots and unwanted top growth, then 
return to the same tray. 
With the kind of care I have described, 
a citrus-seed planting can turn into a liv­ 
ing work of art that will give you 
pleasure for many years 
If, however, you want flowers and 
fruit, it's best to invest in started plants 
labeled as being dwarf citrus All you 
need to succeed with these is to give 
them a sunny window and the same care 
I have suggested for seedlings Dwarf 
citrus are ideal plants to grow outdoors 
in warm weather in partial to full sun. 
but move them inside before danger of 
frost

Unveiling queens and presidents

Even royalty no longer en­ 
joys a divine right to freedom 
from probing biographers 
Robert Lacey, historian and 
London Sunday Times staffer, 
set himself an enormous task 
humanizing Her Majesty, 
Queen Elizabeth II, 
who 
celebrates this year her 25th 
on the British throne 
Since writers are not allow­ 
ed access to private court 
pap ers u n til a fte r the 
monarch’s death, Lacey was 
not even privy to the names of 
Her Majesty’s dogs, much 
less to more substantial infor­ 
mation 
Furthermore, 
the 
author never met the Queen, 
since she refuses interviews 
to journalists, on the grounds 
that her constitutional role 
precludes her making public 
her opinions 
L a c e y ’s 
real 
problem, 
however, is his subject — an 
unassuming, ordinary woman, 
whose model is Queen Vic­ 
toria. In fact, her strength, 
Lacey argues, is “ the absence 
of a forceful personality.” 
Despite these limitations, 
“ Majesty” is a lively and 
balanced assessm ent of 
Elizabeth and also of the 
dynasty and period that 
produced her 
The Queen 
emerges as a competent, 
humane, sensible woman; a 
50-year-old mother of four, 
devoted to her family, dogs, 
and ponies — hardly flam­ 
boyant or visionary, but non­ 
etheless at the helm of the 
most successful dynasty of 
modem times 
Particularly good is Lacey’s 
portrait of the Queen as a 
child “ Lilibet,” a shy, seclud­ 
ed and serious girl, prayed for 
a brother to save her from the 
crown, but vowed, “ I must not 
take the easy way out.” 
Lacey also delves into the 
personalities of Elizabeth’s 
royal relatives, including 
grandfather George V (his 


favorite hobbies were “ killing 
animals’’ and “ sticking in 
stamps” ) and George VI (the 
“ B o y Scout of B r it is h 
monarchs’l 
Edward 
V III, 
who gave up the throne to 
marry Wallis Simpson, is por­ 
trayed as being too busy 
carrying on affairs with 
married women and friendly

children Nixon’s mother was 
her husband’s opposite — con­ 
trolled, quiet, passive, stub­ 
born, s e l f - r e l i a n t and 
secretive. 
It’s Abrahamsen’s conten­ 
tion that Nixon shared his 
parents’ traits. 
He was 
hostile, 
aggressive, 
self­ 
destructive and unpredictable 
like his father He developed 
the same secretive and 
manipulative methods of deal­ 
ing with people that his 
mother used to deal with his 
difficult father. 
Much of Nixon’s self-hatred 
and bitterness, that author 
contends, stemmed from the 
fact that he loved his mother 
— he called her a “ saint” dur­ 
ing his resignation speech — 
but felt rejected by her. 
Abrahamsen reprints a letter 
from 10-year-old Richard to 
his mother in which the 
former president writes in the 
voice of a dog, addressing his 
mother as “ My Dear Master” 


and signing off “ Your Good 
Dog Richard.” 
This psychoanalytic portrait 
is 
well-documented, 
often 
fascinating, and revealing — 
the doctor interviewed many 
of Nixon’s childhood friends, 
family members, and close 
associates.

fulfill his constitutional duties 
as King 
Richard Nixon’s resignation 
shocked his constituents as 
severely as Edward V III’s ab­ 
dication shocked his subjects. 
Dr. Abrahamsen, a psy­

mulaic — an application of
